Dinner was served at Moberly, Mo., 


and consisted of a box lunch at the 
depot cafe of fried chicken, two sand- 
wiches, an orange and a cup of coffee. 
Supper we had at Des Moines —-U the 
train and it consisted of four sand- 
wiches, two bushels of pouches, cof- 
fee and several kinds of 'pie.

room and were ahsisued to our quar- 
ters. Mnst of the Decatur boys were 


assigned to the infantry. Some went 
to the Engineers and a few of us were 
assigned to the 8th and 9th company 
of 339th machine gun battalion. I was 
assigned to tho 9th company of the 
machine gun battalion at iirst, but 
have since been transferred to the 
8th. 


"The captain has picked mo as com- 


pany clerk and my duties arc most all 
!n the office. I drill about one hour 
in the morning, then I spend the rest 
«t the day in the office. 


"He says a little later he will make 


me a sergeant and I will be mounted 
at his side and will carry his orders 
to the company. 


"There arc about 25,000 men here at 


camp and most of them seem happy 
and enjoying the work. 


GOOD FOOD WKLL COOKKD, 


"We are all getting fat on our eats, 


three big 'squares' a' day. We have 
been getting 
beef, 
potatoes, mush, 


hash, 
rice, 
beans, 
soup, 
raisins, 


peaches, apples, bread, apple dump- 
lings, spaghetti, fish, coffee, tea and 
iced tea. I also can say that it is surely 
well cooked. 


"We took up a collection for a poul
